Washington, March 22.—Latest of­ 
ficial advices from the American ex­ 
pedition in Mexico say that General 
Pershing and his troops are close to 
Villa and his bandits. 
All dispatches

soldiers in the bandit chase. 
Despite 
unofficial reports of 
unsettled condi­ 
tions in the interior of 
Mexico 
and 
also along the border, Secretary Baker 
said that although the situation was 
fraught with many 
possibilities, 
to 
date there has been no unfavorable de­ 
velopments. 
In response to a request 
from 
General 
Funston, 
additional 
troops are being sent to the border. In 
official circles it was said today that 
the procotol proposed by Carranza to 
govern the pursuit of Villa, will be in 
force within a few' days. 


One Aviator Reported Landed. 
San Antonio, March 22.—One of the 
aviators of the American array arieal 
corps that went to join General Persh­ 
ing’s troops, descended some where 
south of Casas Grandes, it was learned 
a t General 
Funston’s 
headquarters 
here today. 
His name wras not given. 
Earlier report# had indicated that 
those aviators had come down some­ 
where along the line of communica­ 
tion, between the border line and Ca­ 
sas Grandes, General Pershing’s ad­ 
vance base of operations. 
Reports to­ 
day explained that one reached Casas 
Grandes and was sent south over the 
territory in which the cavalry is now 
operating. 
No details relative to his 
disappearance were received. General 
Funston evidenced 
keen 
disappoint­ 
m ent over the bad start made by the 
aviators. 
In the flight here the men 
had shown almost perfect control over 
their machines and officers believe it 
likely that unexpected and unusual air 
conditions in tile more elevated areas 
of Mexico w'ere responsible.

As the bite of tile fiery serpents 
was painful unto death, so is the bite 
Cif sin. But one* brazen serpent was 
required for the healing of the multi­ 
tude of stricken Israelites, so but one 
Christ is needed for the healing of 
the bite of sin. 
The healing of the 
Israelites in the wilderness who look­ 
ed upon the brazen serpent was in­ 
stantaneous, so 
salvation 
is instan­ 
taneous and its application universal 
and complete. The Israelites did no# 
ask for scientific 
and philosophical 
explanation, 
but

the 
brazen serpent 
by 
the 
exercise of 
faith.

Lee’s Summit, Mo., March 22.—Cole 
Younger, famous 
outlaw of 
border 
days, 
but of late 
years 
a devout | 
church attendant and peaceable citi-j 
zen, dies here last night, after a long 
illness. 


He was 72 years old and unmarried. 
Younger died at the home of his 
niece. Miss Nora Hall, where he had 
been bedfast for a year. 
His condi­ 
tion was not considered dangerous 
until recently, when his heart action 
began to fail. Since then it had been 
necessary to sustain life by artificial 
means. 
Cole Younger was one of the last of 
the m em bers of the robber banus that 
infested W estern Missouri during and 
after the Civil war. 
He was a m em ­ 
ber of the Quantrell band of guerril­ 
las, and with his two brothers took 
part with the “Jam es Boys” in bank 
and train robberies in Missouri and 
neighboring states th at 
netted 
the 
looters more than $100,ODO. 
The lead­ 
ing m em bers of these bands are dead, 
some at the hands of the law, some by 
suicide 
and 
others 
from 
natural 
causes. 
Younger, after a long term in 
the penitentiary, became a law-abid 
Missouri citizen. 
Cole was the oldest of 
the 
three 
“Younger boys.” 
The father, Col. H arry W. Younger, 
came to Missouri from Kentucky bo 
fore the war. 
He was a strong Unior 
man, though a slaveholder. 
He set 
tied near Lees Summit, twenty miles 
from K ansas City, where Cole was 
born, in 1814. 
Col. Younger was m ur­ 
dered by one of the bands of lawless 
guerrillas that infested the Missouri 
K ansas border in 
war 
times. 
The 
sons said their father was slain by 
Kansans for the purpose of robbery 
They 
immediately 
took 
tip 
arms 
against the north. They joined Quan 
troll’s guerrillas and had their part ii 
the memorable sacking of Lawrence 
Kits. 
W hen the war was over they anc 
the Jam eses became ou thaws. Amour 
the notorious robberies of the decade 
following the war that wore laid ai 
their doer were: 
The raid on the Liberty (Mo.) bani 
in 1866. 
One bank 
defender 
shoi 
dead and $72,000 stolen 
The looting of a Russellville (K vj 
bank in 1868 for $17,000. 
The Gallatin (Mo.) bank robbery ir 
1868, in which tho cashier w*as shot 
am1 killed. 
Raids on Lexington and Savanna! 
(Mo.) banks in 1867. 
Ten thousand dollars stolen from 
the Kansas City Fair Association ic 
1871, while loot) persons looked on. 
The Corydon (La.) bank robbed of 
840,000 the same year. 
A dozen other sensational robberies 
foi which the Younger and Jam es boy? 
were blamed were carried out success 
fully before the three Younger broth 
ers were captured in Minnesota, aft©1 
a raid on a bank at Northfield, Minn. 
in 1876, in the course of which Cash 
icr Haywood was killed. 
The Young 
ors were shot many times in battle* 
with a posse, but finally were taker 
alive after a battle at Shieldsville. 
Minn. 
Cole and bis brothers pleaded guilt} 
and were sentenced to prison for life 
They entered the penitentiary at Still 
w ater, Minn., and became model pris 
oners. 
Bob died in the penitential’} 
in 1889. 
Cole and 
James 
Youngei 
were paroled in 1901. 
The next yea: 
Jam es shot himself, leaving a not# 
ascribing his action to a refusal of the 
parole board to permit him to m an’} 
the girl he loved. 
After Cole w’as paroled 
he 
was 
forced by Minnesota law' to live in 
that state for three years. 
Then lit 
returned to Missouri and settled dowr 
in a vine-covered cottage which hr 
bought for a niece in Lees’ Sunpnit 
♦he scene of his boyhood days. 
For a 
time he was connected with a show 
and later went on the lecture platform 
and became a good citizen. 
In August, 1.913, Younger was con­ 
verter! to religion at a revival m eet­ 
ing and became an 
active 
church 
worker. 
“I’ve led an adventurous and turbu­ 
lent life,” ho said. 
“The war brought 
on hate and strife and killing around 
here. 
I have been blamed for a lot 
of it with which I had nothing to do. 
They murdered my’ father and I was 
launched into a life of shooting and

East Wing of Federal Prison Is Now 
Ready for Occupancy. 


Leavenworth, Kus., March 22.—Aft­ 
er twelve years of convict labor, the 
east wing of the federal prison here 
has been completed. 
The newr wing 
is 451 feet long, 65 feet wide, has 500 
cells and is equipped in modern style. 
In the last three years the work has 
been going on rapidly and it is point­ 
ed out that tho coming of the alleg­ 
ed 
dynamite 
conspirators—thirty 
three men trained in every phase of 
the construction of buildings—to pris­ 
on three years ago made it possible 
for the wing to be completed so rap­ 
idly after such a long delay. 
Just recently the hospital addition 
to the prison was completed and now* 
the work is being started on the fourth 
and last cell wing of the prison, it 
was stated. The basement and base­ 
ment cells for this addition are in 
and the stone wall is up to a 12 foot 
height. Warden Thomas Morgan has 
made plans to rush the work on this 
wing as much as possible during the 
open weather of the next eight months 
When this addition is completed the 
prison will house between 2,500 and 
3J>00 prisoners, it is claimed. 
After all the wings are completed 
a dome will be built, according to the 
plans.
